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A  NEW  BEGINNING

Bored  with  coin  collecting?  “Not 
me,”  you  say.  But  wait  -  wait  until 
you’ve  been  collecting  20  or  30  years. 
That’s  what  happened  to  me. 

I  started,  like  many  of  you,  ac¬ 
cumulating  coins  from  circulation 
and  quickly  filled  the  little  Whitman 
folders  with  a  vast  array  of  Walking 
Liberty  halves,  Merc  dimes,  Jeffer¬ 
son  and  Buffalo  nickels,  and  the 
ubiquitous  Lincoln  cent.  I  even  had 
a  folder  for  silver  dollars,  but  it 
didn’t  fill  very  quickly  because  I 
only  got  them  when  my  grandfather 
gave  me  one  each  time  he  visited. 
For  some  reason,  I  was  never  at¬ 
tracted  to  the  Washington  quarter. 

At  any  rate,  the  holes  for  the  key 
dates  remained  empty  and  it  wasn’t 
until  many  years  later  that  I  became 
interested  enough  to  try  again  to  fill 
those  holes.  This  time,  I  bought  the 
key  dates  and  began  upgrading 
those  pieces  in  less  than  XF  condi¬ 
tion.  As  the  calendar  turned  into  the 
1970’s,  I  found  that  the  coins  I 
needed  less  and  less  affordable,  and 
by  the  mid-70’s  my  collecting  be¬ 
came  dormant  once  again. 

My  interest  in  numismatics  re¬ 
surged  about  1980  when  a  collector- 
dealer  introduced  me  to  the  world  of 
Hard  Times  tokens.  He  showed  and 
offered  to  sell  me  a  Low  54,  the  popu¬ 
lar  anti-slavery  token  of  the  1830’s. 
Holding  that  was  like  holding  a  little 
piece  of  history  and,  if  I  told  you  that 
token  sparked  my  interest,  it  would 
be  a  gross  understatement.  During 


the  next  few  months,  I  scoured  flea 
markets,  local  dealers,  coin  shows, 
read  as  much  as  I  could  find,  and 
bought  (and  traded  my  coins  for) 
Hard  Times  tokens.  I  found  that 
Hard  Times  tokens  were  available 
for  only  a  few  dollars  for  the  com¬ 
mon  issues  to  upwards  of  $1000  for 
the  rarest  ones.  The  two  basic  types 
were  politicals  and  storecards;  the 
former  satirized  the  political  issues 
of  the  period,  while  the  storecards 
served  as  advertisements.  Both 
types  circulated  freely  as  money  due 
to  the  paucity  of  official  coinage  in 
circulation  during  those  times. 

After  joining  the  Token  &  Medal 
Society  (TAMS),  I  discovered  Civil 
War  tokens.  Although  I  had  seen 
Civil  War  tokens  before,  I  had  writ¬ 
ten  them  off  as  junk.  Now,  my  inter¬ 
est  was  piqued,  mainly  by  the  educa¬ 
tion  and  the  fun  I  had  investigating 
and  studying  Hard  Times  tokens. 
Was  there  more  to  learn?  Silly  ques¬ 
tion!!  Although  there  are  only  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  varieties  of  Hard 
Times  tokens,  there  are  literally 
thousands  and  thousands  of  Civil 
War  token  varieties.  After  some  ba¬ 
sic  study,  I  began  to  concentrate  on  a 
specific  group  of  Civil  War  tokens 
-  those  storecards  issued  by  drug¬ 
gists,  pharmacies,  dentists,  optic¬ 
ians,  etc.  In  short,  anything  medi¬ 
cal!  In  addition,  I  included  soda 
tokens  since  soda  was  sold  mainly 
by  druggists  during  the  Civil  War. 

My  interest  in  soda  and  druggist 
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tokens  became  rampant  and  in  the 
most  recent  few  years,  I  have  delved 
into  other  series  of  exonumia  such  as 
encased  postage,  encased  and  elon¬ 
gated  coins,  medals,  merchant  and 
trade  tokens,  among  others  that 
were  issued  with  druggist  or  soda 
devices. 

Needless  to  say,  I  am  once  again 
an  active  collector.  Do  I  still  collect 
coins?  You  bet!  I  can’t  part  with  my 
half  cents,  large  cents,  and  two-cent 
pieces  and  add  to  them  when  I  see 
something  “I  can’t  live  without.” 
But  the  bulk  of  my  collecting  activ¬ 
ity  is  exonumia,  and  if  you  see  me  at 
a  show  or  coin  club  meeting.  I’ll  fill 
your  ear  with  my  latest  find.  And 
speaking  of  finds  .  .  . 

Who  could  resist  the  short  letter 
which  came  with  one  of  my  favorite 
pieces  -  a  Carson  Pharmacy  token 
from  Carson,  North  Dakota.  Ex¬ 
cerpting  from  that  letter  .  .  . 

“I  graduated  from  college  in  1933, 
worked  in  Crosby  ...  in  the  “dirty 
30’s”  and  came  to  Carson  on  April  1, 
1936.  When  I  got  here  to  work  at  the 
Carson  Pharmacy,  these  tokens 
were  in  a  cigar  box.  We  sometimes 
gave  them  out  in  trade  for  pop  bot¬ 
tles.  The  Carson  Pharmacy  was  es¬ 
tablished  by  a  Dr.  A.C.  Newman  in 
1909.  He  was  involved  with  a  lady 
friend  and  one  day  she  was  out  rid¬ 
ing  in  a  buggy  and  Dr.  Newman 
became  jealous  and  took  a  pot  shot 
at  the  three  in  the  buggy  and  hit  a 
lady.  Thinking  he  had  killed  her,  he 
went  back  to  his  living  quarters  in 
the  store  and  when  the  sheriff  and 
others  came  to  arrest  him  (he  thot 
(sic)  for  murder),  he  took  cyanide 
and  washed  it  down  with  whiskey. 


This  was  in  1913.  Dr.  Leavitt  then 
came  and  took  over  the  medical 
practice  and  also  the  Carson  Phar¬ 
macy  in  1913  or  1914.  He  was  a  busi¬ 
ness  man  and  started  the  token  use. 
I  asked  one  gal  today  and  she  re¬ 
membered  getting  them  in  1918  or 
1919. 1  sold  the  store  last  year  (1979, 
ed) .  .  .  ” 

Try  to  get  that  kind  of  history  from 
someone  from  whom  you  just  bought 
a  Lincoln  cent!!  Anyhow,  tokens 
were  a  new  beginning  for  me  and  I’d 
bet  a  buck  (a  so-called  dollar,  that  is) 
that,  given  the  opportunity,  you,  too, 
can  be  hooked  on  this  interesting 
segment  of  our  hobby.  Happy  col¬ 
lecting!! 


COIN  ACT  SIGNED 

The  mintage  of  500,000  five  dollar 
gold  coins  commemorating  the  cen¬ 
tennial  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  was 
signed  into  law  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  on  July  9. 

The  new  gold  commemorative 
coin  will  weigh  8.359  grams,  have  a 
diameter  of  0.850  inch  and  contain 
90  percent  gold  and  10  percent  alloy. 

The  design  of  such  five  dollar 
coins  will  be  emblematic  of  the  Cen¬ 
tennial  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  and 
on  each  such  coin  there  will  be  a 
designation  of  the  value  of  the  coin, 
an  inscription  of  the  year  1985,  and 
the  words  “Liberty,”  “In  God  We 
Trust,”  “United  States  of  America,” 
and  E.  Pluribus  Unum.” 
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BRITAIN’S  1985  CLASSIC  COLLECTION 


The  spirit  of  almost  five  centuries 
of  tradition  and  heritage  are  embo¬ 
died  in  the  1985  gold  proof  set  struck 
by  the  British  Royal  Mint.  Four 
coins,  struck  in  solid  22  karat  gold, 
offer  a  combination  of  “the  old  and 
the  new.”  The  5-pound  and  2-pound 
coins,  the  Sovereign  and  half  Sover¬ 
eign,  all  bear  the  historic  Pistrucci 
engraving  of  “St.  George  Slaying 
the  Dragon”  as  their  common  re¬ 
verse  design,  while  the  obverses 
bear  the  portrait  of  Her  Majesty 
Queen  Elizabeth  II. 

It  was  exactly  500  years  ago  this 
year,  that  Henry  VII  was  crowned 
King  of  England,  bringing  to  an  end 
a  time  of  ongoing  struggle  for  the 
throne  between  the  Houses  of  Lan¬ 
caster  and  York;  a  period  dramat¬ 
ized  by  the  plays  of  Shakespeare  and 
known  as  the  “War  of  the  Roses” 
(the  white  rose  for  York  and  the  red 
for  Lancaster). 

Interestingly,  Henry  Tudor  was  a 
descendent  of  the  House  of  Lancas¬ 
ter,  but  married  into  the  House  of 
York.  Perhaps  that  was  what  helped 
to  create  a  stability  on  the  English 
throne  which  was  to  last  for  150 
years  through  the  reign  of  Henry 
VIH  and  Queen  Elizabeth  1.  It  was 
also  Henry  who  began  to  establish 
traditions  and  standards  in  coin 
making  which  have  come  down 
through  history,  still  to  be  repres¬ 
ented  in  modern  British  coinage. 

For  centuries  prior  to  King  Hen¬ 
ry’s  reign,  English  coinage  had  con¬ 
sisted  principally  of  silver  pennies, 
240  originally  weighed  one  pound. 


giving  rise  to  the  standard  “pound 
sterling.”  The  time  had  come  when  a 
higher  denomination  was  needed, 
and  in  1489  a  one  pound  gold  coin 
was  struck  and  immediately  nick¬ 
named  the  “sovereign”  because  of 
the  very  real  interest  that  the  mon¬ 
arch  took  in  its  production.  It  was 
described  as  “a  magnificent  coin, 
superbly  detailed  and  more  elegant 
than  any  preceeding  it.”  The  ob¬ 
verse  bore  a  portrait  of  the  King, 
while  the  reverse  depicted  the  Royal 
Coat  of  Arms  within  a  Tudor  Rose. 

The  sovereign  survived  the  Tudor 
monarchs  by  only  a  few  years,  being 
replaced  in  Britain’s  circulating 
coinage  by  the  much  smaller  gold 
coin,  the  “unite,”  during  the  reign  of 
James  I.  It  was  two  centuries  later 
that  the  sovereign  was  reintroduced 
and  the  first  of  the  “modern”  sover¬ 
eigns  was  issued.  A  complete  reor¬ 
ganization  of  British  coinage  was 
undertaken  in  1816  and  the  Royal 
Mint  chose  the  Italian  gem  en¬ 
graver,  Benedetto  Pistrucci  to  de¬ 
sign  the  now  classic  reverse,  “St. 
George  Slaying  the  Dragon.”  Im¬ 
mediately  used  on  the  1817  sover¬ 
eign  and  the  1820  5-pound  coin,  the 
Pistrucci  engraving  has  appeared, 
with  only  the  most  minor  of  chang¬ 
es,  on  the  reverse  of  every  gold  sov¬ 
ereign  since  1887,  and  all  gold  coin¬ 
age  since  1893  when  it  was  similarly 
adopted  for  the  half  sovereign. 

The  1985  gold  coins  feature  the 
same  “couped”  design  of  Her  Majes¬ 
ty  that  appear  on  all  British  circulat¬ 
ing  coins  issued  since  January  1, 
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1985.  The  “uncouped”  version, 
showing  some  drapery  around  the 
shoulders,  appear  on  the  larger 
commemorative  issues. 

A  strictly  limited  mintage  was 
authorized  for  the  1985  gold  coinage. 
Only  25,000  Sovereigns  and  half 
Sovereigns  were  authorized,  of 
which  12,500  of  each  were  reserved 
for  the  four-coin  boxed  set.

PAPER  DOLLAR 
REPLACEMENT 

Many  people  believe  that  a  dollar 
today  doesn’t  buy  what  a  nickel  did 
several  years  ago  -  and  the  Cana¬ 
dian  government  might  be  about  to 
acknowledge  that  fact. 

The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  wants 
to  scrap  the  paper  dollar  bill  and 
replace  it  with  a  golden-colored  coin 
made  of  nickel. 

The  11-sided,  bronze-coated  coin 
would  be  a  money-saver  because  it 
would  last  20  to  40  years  compared 


with  the  average  of  one  year  for  a 
paper  dollar.  It  would  save  consu¬ 
mers  and  coin-handling  businesses 
time  and  effort  and  the  government 
about  $9  million  a  year. 

The  metal  coin  would  cost  about 
25  cents  each  to  produce  while  each 
of  the  300  million  dollar  bills  in  cir¬ 
culation  cost  between  3  and  5  cents. 
Canada’s  existing  “silver”  dollar, 
which  is  larger  and  heavier  than  the 
proposed  replacement,  is  rarely  used 
commercially  because  of  its  size  and 
weight  and  usually  ends  up  in  coin 
collecting.
